WASHINGTON (UP*—New York's 
Gov. Avereli Harriman has sum­ 
moned the Democratic Party to 
shift its foreign policy toward the 
British position on the combined 
problems of Red China and For­ 
mosa. 
Harriman’s move w’as politically 
significant with respect both to 
United States and international pol­ 
itics. The New York governor gen­ 
erally is regarded as an eager if 
unannounced candidate for next 
y e a r ’ s 
Democratic presidential 
nomination. To understand the full 
significance of Harriman’s speech 
March 8 before the Nationalities 
Division of the Democratic Nation 
a1 Committee in New York it is 
necessary that it be read in rela 
lion with two other speeches of 
international significance delivered 
on the same day. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles broadcast a report to the 
nation on his journey to Asia. Brit­ 
ish Foreign Secretary Sir Anthony 
Eden spoke in the House of Com­ 
mons, 
Dulles Threatens Force 
Dulles spoke earnestly of U. S. 
hopes for peace in Asia. 
But he 
promised Red China to meet force 
with force, perhaps the full force 
of American armed might, in de­ 
fense of Formosa and the nearby 
Pescadores. 
Dulles was speaking 
as a military ally of Nationalist 
China. 
He was not explicit about 
the Nationalist islands of Matsu 
and Quemoy. 
Eden was reporting to Commons 
on a similar journey during which 
he conferred with Dulles. 
Neither 
diplomat sought to deny the wide 
differences between them on For­ 
mosan Chinese policy. 
Eden con­ 
ceded the United States’ urgent 
desire for peace and proposed a 
compromise settlement far beyond 
the limit to which the Eisenhower 
administration is willing to go. 
Eden proposed that parties to the 
Formosan controversy make con­ 
fusion^ which, ultimately would 
lead to admission of Red China 
into the United Nations and, by 


implication, the ultimate disappear­ 
ance of Nationalist China as a real 
or paper entity. 
“Swap” Quemoy, Matsu 
Specifically, Eden proposed that 
Chinese Nationalists abandon Mat­ 
su and Quemoy and that Red China 
not prosecute her claims to For­ 
mosa “by forceful means.” 
Eden 
said that as of now no progress had 
been made toward settlement of 
thhe Formosa dispute. 
Harriman’s speech in New York 
was, in effect, a proposal that the 
United States make some or all 
of the concessions proposed by 
Eden. 
Harriman denounced what 
he called a Republican go-it-alone 
policy in defiance of the policies 
of U. S. Allies which, in this in­ 
stance, would relate most specific­ 
ally to the British. 
“The first thing we must do in 
the Formosa area,” Harriman said, 
“is to end our desperately danger­ 
ous policy of going it alone. 
We 
must internationalize the defense 
of Formosa and do it if possible 
through the United Nations.” 
Taken together, the three speech­ 
es show clearly the wide differ­ 
ences 
between 
Washington 
and 
London and the direction in which 
Harriman would point Democratic 
Patty policy.
